Mrs. Marr Taken Ill Secon After Breakfast 
—While the Doctor Is Working Over 
Mer Her Sister Is Seized—The Husband 
Also Topples Over and the Physician Is 
Giving Up im Despair When Assistance 
Comes—Disagreement Over the Cause 
of the Strange Ailment, |

__ Breathless and hatless, without stepping to 
knock or announce his coming, A. W. Marr 
rushed into the house of Dr. Christie at 
Seventy-first street and Cottage Grove avenue 
yesterday morning just as the doctor was sit- 
“I don’t know what's the matter, but she’s 
dying. Please 
his hands and bursting into tears. 
Lea his breakfast untasted, the doctor 
took his instrument case and followed the 
young man, who led him at full speed across 
the street to No. 7119 Cottage Grove avenue. 
In the front room of the second floor flat, 
lying on the floor, was a young woman writh- 
ing in tne agonies of a terrible convulsion. 
Her testh were set, the lips covered with 
froth, and her.eyes were taking on the dull 
glaze of rapidly approaching dissolution. 
A hasty diagnosis revealed symptoms of 
poisoning and the doctor saw that energetic 
work was necessary. Calling the husband and 


administermg a hypodermic 
He was hastily making a memor- 
andum of medicines, for which he was going 
to send the girl, when she too fell in 
con even more violent than 
those suffered by the woman. With 
the aid of the man an injection 
was administered to the girl. This 
stopped the girl’s convulsions, but rigidity set 
in, and quick and hard work was necessary to 
save the girl’s life. The woman, too, needed 
constant attention, and the doctor could not 
attend them without the help of the husband, 
and there was no one to send for medicine, 
and it was needed quickly. 


The Third One Topples Over. 
The doctor made ready to give a second in- 


} jection to the woman. The husband was hold- 


ing her arm to steady it for the doctor's 
needle. Just as the needle entered he fell 
across his wife’s body, writhmg and erying 
with pain, and going from one con vulsion to

Already nearly exhausted by his labors Dr. 

i was in despair. Throwing off his 
coat the doctor siezed the man and drew him 
away from the other patients to save them 
from contact with the hands and feet of the 
writhing man. Then came the task of admin- 
istering an injection to quiet the man. There 
was no one to heip him, and as he was ready 
to give up in despair the cries of the patient 
attracted F. C. Schmidt from a paint store on 
tho first floor. Schmidt came to his assist- 
ance. 

After an hour’s work the three patients were 
out of immediate danger. Dr. D. W. Welsh of 
Seventy-first street and South Chicago ave- 
nue was then sent for, and the strange case 
was diagnosed more fully. The patients hed 
been poisoned, it was evident, but the doctors

OVERWORK HAS CAUSED IT ; 
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The story of the wanderings of a lost satchel 
was yesterday told by P. C. Atkinson, a 
sophomore in the College of Liberal Arts at 
Evanston. — 

During the summer of 1890 Atkinson was 
earning the money he is now spending on his 
education by selling school supplies in Col- 
orado. One day while in Denver his valise, 
containing some books and a suit of clothes, 
was stolen from his room. Nothing was 
heard from it and he had long since given it 
up for lost. Last week Mr. Atkinson received 
a note from the Postmaster at his home in 
Sheldon, III., saying that the Chief of Police 
of Durango, Colo., was looking fora man by 
the name of Atkinson. 

It seems that a ranchman, living several 
miles from Durango, while walkmg through 
the brush on the side of a mount in, two 
weeks ago, came upon the grip in a clump of 
bushes. The valise was carried to the Chief 
of Police of Durango, who found Mr. Atkin- 
son’s name and home address in one of the 
books in the valise. . Everything was in the 
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stated briefly. The heavy judgments which 
have been piling up against me showed 
clearly that before long other cred- 
itors would commence to cry out, 
and I deemed the most prudent course 
to be the making of a voluntary assignment 
that all might have an equal chance. There 
can be no objection to my choice of Mr. Sey- 
mour as assignee. He is a man of the highest 
integrity, and there is no doubt in my mind 
that he will be entirely acceptable to the 
creditors. This is the entire story. I can say 
no more without raising a storm which I do. 
not care for the present to face. Should the 
additional facts be made public from any 
other source, fiowever, I shail be found ready 
to bring forward my evidence.” 

Mr. Seymour, the assignee, stated a half hour 
after the filing of the assignment that he 
knew absolutely nothingof the affair.

Creditors Become Anxious. 

Until within a few days both his attorneys 
and Mr. Sibley thought he would be able to 
pass the crisis. Some of his heavy creditors, 
however, became anxious for the payment of 
their claims, and several heavy suits have 
lately been brought against him. Not quite 
two weeks ago Logan & Co. of the Board of 
Trade began an attachment suitin the Su- 
perior Court for $21,000. It was for money 
dus on the corn transactions which, it is said, 
caused the failure. The firm of Logan & Co. 
is probably the heaviest creditor, there being 
due it some $25,000. Knowing the circum- 
stances and the immense indebtedness of 
Sibley they began suit and suppressed it for 
service in order to get the first claim on Sib- 
ley’s stock in the D. E. Sibley Elevator com- 
pany. The suit was begun ata time when 


tion of that suit, ot cuurse, had its effect on 
the remaining creditors, who all began crowd- 
ing him. The attempt made by Logan & 
to attach the Sibley Elevator company 
will be contested.”’ :

I think that is nearly all, and I don't ex- 
pect he will be able to pay more than 30 
cents, possibly 50, on the dollar. The Sibley 
elevator will not be seriously affected by the 
failure.”’ 

Secretary Stone of the Board of Trade said 
he knew nothing regarding the tailure beyond 
the facts published in the papers at the time 
Sibley went out of business last month. 

A member of the firm of Kennett, Hopkins 
& Co. said: “I did not know that there had 
been any legal assignment made. Sibley failed 
to all intents and purposes early last month, 
and since that time I understand all his deals 
have been closed out. He wos a large oper- 
ator and had hitherto been a successful one, 
and must of the large firms in Chicago were 
caught in the failure. The aésignment had 
no effect on trades today. In fact, I think 
very few persons knew of it, I know of some 
twelve firms who were caught for an average 
of $15,000 each, no firm losing less than $2,000 
and some more than $30,000, I understand 
there are several firms who have brought or 
are about to bring suits, and this assignment

The Udell Woodenware company suffered 
the greatest loss. stock was entirely de- 
stroyed with the exception of about $100 worth 
of baby carriages, which were saved and 
stored opposite the heart of the fire. The 
firm’s loss will exceed $150,000. The buildi 
was a flre trap. it was valued at $75,000 
belo to the Collier estate.

The structure to the northeast corner of

In put Nos. 400, 1,492, and 1,892 in my 
pocket for the present,”’ the President contin- 
ued, and now we will open No. 1.“ 

The seal was duly broken and Mr. Higin- 

tham read the following under a Philadel- 

hia date of Nov. 19: 

I hereby certify that the souvenir coin in box 
marked No. 1 was the first piece struck from the 
dies adopted for the Columbian Fair half-dollar 
and sealed up in my presence and in the presence 
of the coiner. O. C. BosByYsHELt. 

Attached to the certificate was an affidavit 
from Supt. Bosbyshell to the effect that he 
had told the truth in the certificate. 


Sealing The Beauty in the Box. 


Mr. McClain handed President Higin- 
botham a plate-glass box seme six inches 
square. From one side a gold chain attac ed 
to a rim the size of a half dollar was sus- 
pended. Mr. Higinbotham carefully ad- 
justed The Beauty in the rim. 

“You've got Columbus upside down,’ the 
crowd protested when the coin was in place. 
The next time Mr. Higinbotham did better 
for the great discoverer, A jeweler puta pri- 
vate mark on the coin, and now the red sealing- 
wax was produced. The top of the box was 
sealed beyond peradventure of mishap. 

„We don’t do things by halves, Mr. Hig- 
inbotham remarked, as he put on the finis 
ing touches, . 

“I thought it was all by halves, Mr. Peck 
interjected. 

Then Mr. Higinbotham raised the glass box 
above his head and announced : 

“This first Columbian half-dollar coin has 
been sold to Wyckoff, Seamans—what is the 
name of your firm?”’—this to Mr. McClain— 
„& Benedict of New York and Chicago and 
I’m about to receive a check of $10,000 for it.“ 

“Here's the check. It is duly certified,” 
Mr. McClain interposed. 

I then deliver the coin to you as the repre- 
sentative of your firm.”’ 

I sincerely trust.“ Mr. McClain said, as a 
speech seemed in order, that the remaining 
coins may be disposed of to as good advan- 
tage as this one and that the coins will be a 
great financial gain to the Exposition.“ 

There ‘were hearty cheers in response to 
this. Adolph Nathan, who, with Andrew Mc- 
Nally, negotiated this most remarkable sale 
of silver in the world’s history last September, 
pro “three cheers for the Remington 
people who had the sand to pay $10,000 for a 
coin. 

The cheers were given with great heartiness. 
Come to my office.” Mr. Higinbotham re- 
marked to Mr. McClain. ‘I want to put 
paper bands around this box and seal them 
too. You've pai big money for the coin, and 
want no mischance.” * 

Hunting for Souvenirs. 


The crowd had gathered the pieces of the 
keg covers, the cigar boxes, and the covering 
for special coins, and it was a poor man who 
had not secured a souvenir of some kind. 
covering with the big red seals was in especial 
demand, but Mr. Higinbotham sequestered it 
for the Fair. It was considered worth a 
couple of hundred dollars. The cigar box 
cover, with mach red seal also upon it, was 
held at $5.

COL. BRYAN’S COINS DISTRIBUTED, 


Jennings Trust Company’s Banking Room 
Crowded with Certificate Holder. 


When the doors of the Jennings Trust com- 


. pany opened for business at 10 o’clock yester- 


day morving an entrance was made for half a 
dozen people who wanted to know when the 
souvenir coins would be ready for distribu- 
tion. This is the bank appointed subscription 
agent fer the 5,000 coing ordered and paid 
for by Col. Thomas B. Bryan last August, Col. 
Bryan’s order was No. 1 on the list and the 
people who had subscribed for coins in the 
lot in quantities all the way frum 1 up to 
1,000 knew it. They brought their receipts 
with them and some hung around the neigh- 
borhood of the bank for an hour after 
Cashier Walton told them he didn’t know 
when the coins would reach the bank. 
He sent a messenger to the Rand-McNally 
Building to find out and the messenger came 
back with the informanon that bank 
could have its share of the shining pieces some 
time in the afternoon. 

It was 2:30 o’clock though before the bank 
got word to send a man to the Ruand-Mc- 

ally Building. Teller Organ went over. 
James J. Hastings, Col. Bryan’s represente- 
tive, was waiting for him in Treasurer See- 
berger’s office. So was James Dugan, a 
stocky young man who would bear down 
the scales at about 210 pounds. It 
is only two blocks and a half from 
the Rand-McNally Building to the Jennings 
Tru’t company’s banking room and masked 
highwaymen haven’t come so far into the city 
yet, but Mr, Hasti thought it was just as 
well to have James Dugan along. 

Mr. Hastings was shoveling coins by the 
double handful into a bag when Mr. Organ 
came in. There were 950 of them in the bag 
when he finished. He tied a string around the 
top and handed the bag to Dugan. Then 
he picked up another dag  contain- 
ing 2,000 coins and motioned to Mr. 
Organ to take another one like it. 
They had to use both hands to carry their 
loads, but Dugan swung his without an effort. 
He could have handled all three bags with 
ease. The three men rode down in an elevator 
and climbed into a coupé. 

Drive over to the Jennings Trust com- 
pany lively, said Mr. Hastings. 

Were Waiting in Line. 


The driver tried to obey but it was hard 
work to get through the crowded street. The 
precious coins were carried into the 
bank where twenty people were wait 
ing in line at the teller’s window. 
No time was lost in formalities, 
Teller Organ went into his box, cut the string 
of one of the bags, and dumped the contents 
in a heap on the counter. L. E. Meacham 
was at the head of the line. He is a young 
man from Crawford, III., and he came up to 
Chicago with the Jennings Trust company’s 
receipt calling for ten coins. He had been 
around the bauk for an hour and had drawn 
up a neat little certificate to the effect that his 
ten coins were tne first paid out. He shoved 
that certificate at Teller ny when the lat- 
ter counted out ten coins for him and Mr. Or- 
gan signed it. 

Young Mr. Meacham’s coins were net the 
first given out at the bank, however. Two or 
three minutes before Cashier Walton picked 
up eight or ten and came around to the news- 
paper men at the end of the line. They 
planked down their paper dollars and put the 
coins in their vest pockets. A moment later 
Mr. Walton placed ten coins in a little canvas 
bag and handed it to a gray-coated messenger 
who skurried out. They were for Thomas 
Purcell and Edward Ritsher, the latter an at- 
torney for the bank. The crowd in the room 
had grown larger by this time and at the out- 
skirts were numbers who importuned Me. 
Walton for just one coin, holding up their 
money as they did so. He told everybody 
that the hank had none for sale. Every coin 
in the lot was bespoken. Mr. Hastings and 
Mr. Dugan, who had counted out about 300 
coins for Col. Bryan’s personal distribution, 
started back to the Rand-McNally Building 
with them. A number of people went along 
hoping to get a coin there, 

eller Organ paid out 200 coins in the first 
five minutes. e rush then ceased for a 
while, but in a few minutes more people came 
in with receipts. An hour after tne coins 
reached the bank over 1,000 coms had been 
distributed. 
From All Over the Country. 


„We shall have more of a rush tomorrow,“ 
said Cashier Walton, “but it will be some 
days before this lot is finally distributed. Our 
orders come from all sections between 
Maine and California, They call 
for all quantities, from one to 1,000, 
The latter order is from the Minnesota Sav- 
ings Bank of St. Paul.“ 

Col. Thomas B. Bryan distributed his coins 
in his office in the d-McNally Building. 
When the bags containing his lot of 5,000 were 
first broken fifty coins were taken out for Col. 
Bryan’s immediate use. His family, the 
Worid’s Fair officials, and his closest friends 
got these. The Colonel lecked his door and 
distributed them systematically. He gave with 
each coin a certificate which he drew up 
himself setting out that the coin was one of 
the first minted, Col. George R. Davis = 
the first coin and certificate given out by Col. 
Bryan. Directors, Commissioners, officials 
from the highest on the list jown to little 
errand boys followed. There wasn’t any dis- 
crimination, and a man who was in the room 
much of the time said the Colcnel gave away 
— of them. He called them his Christmas 
gifts. 

“Tam afraid I can’t supply al! those who 
want coins, said Col. Bryan late in the day. 
Jam afraid I shall have to ask some of my 
friends to be content with a smaller number 
than they have asked for. I shall give this 
certificate with every lot. My coins were 
paid for before Col. Shepard’s were, but I 
yielded to him.“ 

The Northwestern National Bank, aside 
from the Jennings Trust company, was the 
only Chicago bank which got coins, 
bank had several orders in. The first was 
No. 265 and it called for 500 coins. They were 
not delivered to the bank’s messenger until 5 
o’clock. The first 100 on the list are for the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Burlington, Ia. 
The remainder will go to the Northwestern’s 
customers on orders which, in some cases, are 
two months old.

HAVE A NEW ELEMENT OF VALUE. 


Prospect That “ 1892” Coins Will Be Worth 
More than Those of 1893. 

The souvenir coins received yesterday will 
probably have a greater value for collectors 
than those which are shipped from the mint 
two or three weeks hence—that ia if the law is 
correctly understood by officials of the Ex- 
position company. The law, they state, 
requires that a coin bear the date of the 
year in which it is minted. There 
are ten working days remaining 
in this year if next Monday is celebrated as a 
holiday at the mint. Unless the Philadelphia 
mint shall work fast enoughto turn out the 
rest of the 5,000,000 coins before Jan. 1, 1893, 
some of the number will bear the date 1893, 
Treasurer Seeberger said yesterday that such 
would be the case. This will make two 
classes of coins. The class bearing this year’s 
date will of course be the most valuable. 
Coin collectors go crazy over a piece that 
happens to have one star or eagle feather less 
than another. The 1892 coins may turn out 
something of the same kind.

ALONG THE LINE OF THE BIG CANAL, 


Members of the Drainage Board Are Mak- 
ing a Tour of Inspection. 

Members of the Drainage Board yesterday 
took an all-day trip along the line of the big 
canal for the purpose of informing themselves 
from observation of the progress of the work. 
The party was made up as follows: Trust- 
ees Wenter, Eckhart, Altpeter, Kelly, Russell, 
Attorney Carter, Chief Engineer Williams, 
Assistant Chief Engineer Dunlap, Sanitary 
Inspector Martin, and Chef Clerk Judge. 

The trip was an interesting one and proved 
a source of much valuable information to those 
who participated. It showed that nearly all of 
the contractors have been pushing as 
fast as possible, and have nearly fin the 
preliminary work, which will enable them, 
as soon as their machinery is on the ground, 
to go rapidly forward with the actual work of 
constructing the main channel. 

The party left tne city at 9 o’clogk over the 
Chicago and Alton. At Willow Springs car- 
riages 3 in 2 Nearly e camp 
bet ween a Pe ce and Lockport, fourteen 
miles, was carefully inspected and the amount 
and nature of the work done by the contractor 
noted. On the first mile Alfred Harley, the 
contractor, has not yet begun work, but will 
do so in ten days. The next three miles are 
being constructed by McArthur Brothers and 
the work is well advanced, nearly all the lev- 
ees for river diversion and protection from 


of railroad track laid, by which access will be 
iven to the spoil banks along the canal. Mo- 
rthur Brothers’ main camp, where 150 men 
are lodged and boarded, was voted à model 
camp in its sanitary arrangements, while sev- 
eral of the minor camps were found in bad 
— An attempt at improvement had been 
e, however, in the introduction of vonti- 
— in the sleeping apartments, and the food 
was good and of sufficient * uantity. On the 
next five miles Agnew & Co, have begun work. 
but have not progr as rapidly as 
the other contractors, ard their work bas not 
been done with the same system and thor- 
oughness. The camps they have established 
are said to be — bas along the line. It is 
claimed by Ay Co. that the board’s 
failure to give t — — once sufficient right of 
way interfered with the progress of their 
work. The last four miles visited by the 
board yesterday give one some idea of the 
way the ship canal will appear when —— 
E. D. Smith & Co., Mason, Hoge & Co., and 
the McCormick Construction company are at 
work on this section and have excavated over 
100,000 cubic feet of rock. They are using the 
most improved machinery ana are making 
good progress. Their camps are arranged ona 
the cottage system and are well managed and 
constru as far as the purpose for which 
they are designed is concerned. 

The tall smokestacks of the power plants 
which supply steam ahd compressed air for 
working the drills and channeling m 08. 
and from which great quantities of smoke 
were ascending, gave the region the appear- 
ance of a large manufact village, and the 
great number of wagons, dump carts, and 
tram cars, with the many laborers needed to 
manipulate them, inade a busy scene, which 
was a source of gratification to the members 
of the board.

Operators in the World’s Fair City Long

There was a trust panic in Wall street yes- 
terday and Chicago was an interested ob- 
server. Chicago was indeed more than an ob- 
server. It was an active factor in the market. 
The engagement of $5,600,000 of gold for ex- 
port, a squeeze in the money market, and dis- 
crimination by money-lenders against indus- 
trial certificates as collateral were the chicf 
causes of the break. In the case of Chicago 
Gas there was an additional feature in the dis- 
solution of the pool which had boomed the 
stock from 50 or 60 up tu 99%. Distillers“ ana 
Chicago Gas were the chief sufferers, although 
all the industrials broke smartly and the rail- 
way list was heavy.

“A week ago today,“ said a well-informed 
operator, probably not less than 200,000 shares 
of Distillers’ stock were held vy Chicago stock 
houses.

Chicago was much more fortunate in the 
case of the other stocks which made such a 
decline.

Jamieson has been the 
principal house operating in gas here, as was 
natural from the fact that he was the corre- 
spondent of Wormser & Co., who were the 
leading brokers of the pool. It is said that 
Jamiesou & Co. had reduced the holdings of 
their clients to less than 2,000 shares when the 
break started today, and there was little long 
Gas stock in any of the Chicago offices. 

If the decline had been as severe in sugar 
as it was in these other industrials the chance 
of elaborate Christmas gifts in a good many 
Chicago homes would have been still further 
reduced. Local operators have been trading 
heavi'y in sugar and they scill have a great 
deal of it on the long side of their account. 
Those who made anything out of the break 
today are rare. A few people who had good 
intuition saw what was coming early this 
morning and sold at the opening. One man 
sold 1,000 shares of gas in Brewéster’s Board 
of Trade office and cleared up about $3,500 in 
an hour. Asa rule, however, Chicago operators 
have not dared to sell the inaustrials because 
they feared the power of the cliques who were 
behind them.“ 

The stories that a good deal of long stock 
was taken up and paid for are borne out by 
the fact that a great deal of money was tele. 
—— to New York through Chicago banks. 

o secret was made of the fact that the mon- 
ey was wanted to renew margins or to pay for 
stock outright. Some credit the big insiders 
in Distillers with having unloaded last week 
but as a rule those who are best informed hold 
to the idea that the insiders are still heavily 
long with the stock. George Miller used up 
blocks of paper figuring out, for the informa- 
tion of other operators, what enormous profits 
the trust is makmg, and all the other late bulls 
on whisky certificates were talking of big earn- 
ings and the inefficiency of co npetition quite 
as loudly as they have been at any time. 

The wild fluctuations of the New York mar- 
ket had little effect on quotations for local se- 
curities.

Kennett, Hopkins & Co, had the following 
to say of the New York situation: “ If money 
eases up liquidation is over for present 
and good stocks will rally some. It has been 
a trying day for stock houses interested in 
trust stocks, but apparently the worst is over. 
It will be along time before public confi- 
dence can be reinstated in whisky, and justly 
so. The manipulation of this stock has been 
so open that holders of it have only them- 
selves to blame for being long of it on the de- 
cline. People who speculate’ in trust securi- 
ties or industrials are playing in a game where 
the dealer has marke2 cards and must in the 
long run win. Railway stocks have stood the 
strain today in a manner that must encourage 
buying under favorable financial condition 
but buyers now should be satisfied with smal

E. L. HARPER 'S FRAUD. 


DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURT 
AGAINST THE TRUSTEES, 


It Is in thé Case of Preston and McHenry 
Against the Speculator’s Representa- 
tives—Senator Gorman’s Address in the 
Senate on the Life of the Late Senator 
Gibson—More Talk of Cleveland’s Ex- 
tra Session Views-But Little Work in 
the House, 


Wasuineroy, D. C.. Dec. 19.—The United 
States Supreme Court today rendered a de- 
cision against the trustees of E. L. Harper, 
the Cincinnati grain plunger and defaulting 
President of the Fidelity National Bank, in a 
suit brought against him by Preston & 
McHenry, grain brokers of Chicago, to com- 
pel Harper and his associates to pay their un- 


| paid subscriptions to the capital stock of the 


Cincinnati, Columbus and Hocking Valley 
railroad company in order to satisfy the 
judgments of Preston, McHenry, and others 
against the company, which judgments re- 
mained unsatisfied after proceedings at law. 

The court, in an opinion by Justice Shiras, 
says that the evidence connected with Harper’s 
organization of the company fully justifies 
the opinion of the court below that it “was 
grossly fraudulent from first to last without a 
single honest incident or redeeming feature, 
and that the overvaluation of the property 
transferred to the railway company by Harper 
in pretended payment of subscriptions to the 
capital stock was so gross as to clear- 
ly entitle bona fide creditors to en- 
force actual payment of the subscriptions. 
The court then considers Harper's defense 
that Preston, McHe & Co. were not bona 
fide creditors. His tion that Preston 
and McHenry, when they agreed to take the 
company’s bonds in paymeut of Harper’s in- 
debtedness to them, were fully cognizant of 
the mode of organization of the compauy and 
privy to it is not supported by the evidence. 
it also holds that tne evidence likewise {ails to 
support Harper’s averment that his original 
indebtedness to Preston & McHenry, in pay- 
ment of which they took the railway bonds, 
arose out of a gambling wheatdeal on the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 


Water Front Decision. 


The important case of Henry L. Yesler, 
—— in error, vs. The of Harbor 

ine Com missioners of the State of Washing- 
ton, involving harbor rights of great value 
along the water front of Seattle, was today 
disrnissed by the United States Supreme Court 
for want of jurisdiction. Yesler is the owner of 
wharf property at Seattle and sought by a writ 
of prohibition to restrain the State Board of 
Harbor Line Commissioners from changing 
ine harbor lines, it bemg the purpose 
of the commission to so locate the 
harbor lines that they would include within 
them Yesier’s property. Yesler claimed that 
this action would amount to a deprivation of 
property without due process of law, contrary 
to the provisions of the Constitution. The 
court below decided against him, holding that 
as against the State the litteral owner — 
as such owner can assert no valuable rights 
below the line of ordi high tide. The Su- 
preme Court dismissed Yesler’s appeal chiefly 
on the ground that the affidavit presented was

He 
seemed to de d away by a huge shape 
and we heard his cries grow fainter and 
fainter, but dida’t dare follow. We had no 
light and all we could do was to wait for the 
morning. 

At dawn we found all that was left of our 
shipmate—a pile of bones ud blood-stained 

arments~—not 100, yards from our shelter. 

rom the tracks in the soft ground we knew 
he had been ni off and eaten by bears. 
We found that the island swarmed with polar 
bears, and concluded our only safety lay 
in climbing tall trees and sleeping up there. 

“This we did for several nights,and we 
could hear the great brates — ehuffiing, 
and growling along the ground, hunting for 
their prey. During the day we would gather 
shellfish from the beach to stave off hunger, 
and then we'd take to the trees on the first 
sign of danger.

Since that time, 
though they have never solicited a penny, they 
have handled about $5,000,000, Mueller's or- 
phanges in Bristol are immense establish- 
ments, and he carries on other religious work 
on a gigantic scale. He is said to have a 
larger publishing house and to maintain a 
larger number of foreign missionaries than 
any one religious denomination, and all by 
prayer and faith. 

examples inspired Dr, Cullis to estab- 
lish, on the same principles, his home for 
hopeless consumptives in Boston, and Dr. 
Shipman the Foundlings’ Home in Chicago. 
All four „f these men, while addressing them- 
selves first and mainly to the temporal wants 
and sufferings of humanity, have been over- 
flowing fountains of spiritual influences also, 
and have been known as such all over the civ- 
ilized world. 

For maay years Dr. Shipman was accus- 
tomed to preach in the West Side missions, 
and held religious meetings in the home, and 
always with marked religious power, such as 
one would hardly ever see in the labors of a 
man who igaored the duties of philanthropy. 


Never Asked for a Cent. 


There are many people who will seriously 
question whether the Fourndlings’ Home is 
supported entirely by prayer faith. The 
reason 1s that of late years the enterprise has 
gained so many friends among people who do 
not aympathize with Dr. Shipman’s principles 
that they have to a great extent taken the 
matter of raising funds out of his hands and 
raised them in a way to suit themselves. This 
may be one effect of Dr. Shipman’s 2 
but there is no one who will say that Dr. Ship- 
mao ever asked any human be for a penny 
with which to carry on this work.

E@orts Are to Be Made to Abolish Old 
Customs, 


New York Times: The Burial Reform As- 
sociation of this city has undertaken the some- 
what arduous task of abolishing customs 
which, it frankly declares, are intrenched in 
the reverent observance of centuries. 

The aims of the association are to secure 
simple funeral services; to promote inexpen- 
sive funerals for rich and poor alike; to d- 
courage excessive display of flowers, but not 
their moderate use; to discourage the 
use of all emblems which suggest pa- 

an potions of death: to secure burials 

irectiy in the soil and = prohibit 
the use of vaults and cemented graves; to dis- 
courage the wearmg of crape, especially of 
crape veils; to preach the doctrine that the 
Christian should aot be mourned for as lost, 
but considered as a victor over death; and so, 
in the rites attending the disposal of his body, 
and in the subsequeat life of those who are 
left in sorrow, there should be the light and 
glory of the —— ' 

In a pamphlet issued by the association at- 
tention is called to the extravagant and osten- 
tatious use of flowers at funerals. Asto the 
matter of funeral addresses the association as- 
serte that while a minister 1s expected to say 
all the good he can of the deceased, he too 
frequently meets this expectation in a way 
which does him small credit and brings his 
profession into ridicule, 

The association says further that when the 
funeral is over the worst abuses show them- 
selves, The body is placed in a casket of heavy 
wood, as if it were considered desirable to 
preserve it as long as possible. 

„We often,” it is declared, engra ve absurd 
verses on the tombston put up broken 
columns, have statues of weeping angels, 
cherubs with extinguished torches, and em- 
blems which set forth, if they mean anything, 
the awful calamity of death. .And we put 
these things on the Fraves of Christians, 
whose religion is the great bearer of comfort 
and whose God is the canqueror of death, 
opening to every follower the gates of Para- 

ise.’’ 
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Present modes of interment are pronounced 
objectionable by the Burial Reform Associa- 
tion on the ground that the workings of nature 
are intercepted by failure to bring the dead di- 
rectly in contact with the ground. Natural 
decay is arrested, and the dead in their strong

The association pro that the dead shall 
be placed in perishable coffins, which offer no 
resistance to decomposition, while sufficiently 
strong for purposes of transpurtation.

FIND THERE IS NO REAL DEFICIT. 


New Light on the Semi-Annual Report of 
Ex-Recorder Stephens. 

The County Board Finance commuttee yes 
terday got some new light on the semi-ann 
report of ex-Recorder Stephens. There is no 
actual deficit in the finances of the office, but 
an increase in the estimated expenses of $12,- 
000 and a decrease in the estimated receipts of 
some $17,000. As the expenses of the office 
are paid out of the receipts the result of the 
increased expense and decreased receipts is 
that the sum turned overto the county was 
smaller than expected.

ANOTHER BLOW AT GERRY MANDERING. 

The Democratic majority in the Genera! 
Assembly which will meet next month will 
please take notice that the Supreme Court of 
Indiana has set aside a legislative gerryman- 
der, thus following the precedents set by the 
courts of Wisconsin and Michigan. The Su- 
preme Court of Illinois will follow the exam- 
ple set by three neighboring Commonwealths 
if the acts of the Democrats are such as to 
make it necessary. 

The Indiana court holds that all the appor- 
tionments which have been made since and 
including that of 1879 are unconstitutional 
because in violation of the constitutional 
provision that there shall be reasonable equal- 
ity in the population of the districts. The 
court says: 


But the rule requiring an approximation to 
equality forbids the formation of districts con- 
taining large fractions unrepresented where it is 
possible to avoid it while other districts are large- 
ly overrepresented. That me General Assembly 
has much discretion in the disposi ion of the 
fractions of the unit of representation cannot be 
doubted, bat it is not a discretion beyond con- 
trol, ; 


Since some districts had far too many peo- 
ple and others far too few, by the present and 
by preceding apportion ments, the court treats 
them all as nuilities and directs the Legisla- 
ture which will meet pest month, which is a 
de facto one, chosen under an apportionment 
not declared invalid when its members were 
elected, to proceed to make a fair division of 
the State. 

The Illinois Constitution provides that 
„ Senatorial districts shall be formed of con- 
tiguous and compact territory bounded by 
county lines and contain as nearly as practi- 
cable an equal number of inhabitants; but no 
district shall contain less than four-fifths of 
the Senatorial ratio —a number equal to the 
populatior as shown by the last census divided 
ty fifty-one, the number of Senatorial dis- 
tricts. The provision about county lines does 
not apply to Cook, whose population entitles 
it to many Senators, but the districts carved 
out of this county must be contiguous and 
compact and as nearly equal as possible in 
population. Thereis nothing to prevent the 
formation of districts in his city and county 
whose population shall vary only by a few 
hundreds. So near an approach to uniform- 
ity will not always be possible in grouping 
the outside counties. 

If the Democrats in making their apportion- 
ment this winter are unmindful of the above 
provisions of the Constitution, and if for the 
sake of future partisan successes and in order 
to elect a Senator in 1895 they make districts 
some of which are unreasonably large in point 
of population while others are unfeasonably 
small, an appeal will be taken to the courts, 
and they will be ordered to do their work over 
again honestly. It will save them time, and 
save the State the expense of an extra session, 
if they understand now that courts have set 
their faces like flints against gerrymanders. 
It was time for that partisan crime to be 
checked. 2 2 


DEATH OF PROF. OWEN. 

Sir Richard Owen, whose deatn in London 
at an advanced age was reported yesterday, 
was one of nature’s great men. He was a natur- 
alist in the widest sense of the term, though 
moat celebrated for his paleontological re- 
searches and achievements, in which he took 
up the work of his early preceptor, Cuvier, 
and carried it forward to an extent of which 
perhaps Cuvier himself could have had but a 
crude idea, for he died in 1832, at a time when 
it was only possible to think in the direction 
of truths which mote recent discoveries of 
fact have opened up to the mental eyes of in- 
vestigators. The idea that the structure of an 
animal which lived many thousands of years 
ago could be reproduced, and its habits told, 
from the study of a single piece of bone res- 
cued from the débris of the ages, was not a 
new one when Owen began his labors, But it 
became with him a working theory by refer- 
ene to which he built up a vast sum of addi. 
tions to human knowledge of- the long buried 
past, and showed other people how to think 
along the same lines for the achievement of 
wonderful results themselves. His work was 
most comprehensive. It embraced the fossil 
history of Europe, Africa, and the great Aus- 
tralian region, aud tne value of his efforts was 
such that their results stand accepted almost 
without quesnon by the scientific worid, 
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prehensive knowledge was sufficiently at- 
tested by his other work, the results of which 


permitted to labor so long. He was 28 years 
old at the death of his greatest preceptor, and 
that event occurred sixty years ago. Some 
five or six years earlier he had demonstrated 
the practicability ot tying the internal iliac 
artery, 80 that for about two-thirds of a ceat- 
ury he was before the world prominently as a 
leader in thought and action. It is a wonder- 
ful record—one which may fittingly receive 
the encomium, “ Well done, good and faithful 
servant.” 


RAILROAD “ TRAFFIC CONTRACTS.” 

United States Senator Cullom has intro. 
duced a bill the object of which is to permit 
the pooling of traffic and earnings by the rail- 
roads of this country. The railroad mana- 
gere ate understood to have agreed that if this 
be permitted them they wiil graciously consent 
to give their support to certain other amend- 
mente to the Inter-State Commerce law. If 
they can only be allowed to enter on “ tariff 
contracts among tnemselves they have no 
objection to being supervised by the commis- 
sion or to the continuance of a law which dy 
such change would be deprived of all its value, 
being rendered as worthless as are the oyster 
shelis after the bivalve animal has been ex- 
tracted from between them. 

There is no denymg that the aim and intent 
of those who pressed for the passage of the 
law was to render pooling impossible, They 
recognized that as the one great evil of rail- 
road management, leading up to all the dis- 
criminations against persons, places, and in- 
terests which had so grievously afflicted the 
people. Hence it is especially sad to see Sen- 
ator Cullom,a leader in that reform move- 
ment, now conceding to the offenders the very 
heart and core of that reform, which he is 
doing, though stating that he introduced the 
bill * by request. He might as well consent 
to introduce a bill at the instance of the gam- 
blers, providing that they be alluwed to run 
open houses night and day, and in doing 
so state the “gentlemen” have made a 
promise thatin such an event no cheating 
shall be permitted iu their rooms. 

There is one commendable feature in the 
change proposed. It is that pecuniary penal- 
ties be substituted for imprisonment and that 
persons may testify without danger to them- 
selves unless they are proven to have commit- 
ted perjury. But why not make the penalty 
line a far broader oue by putting it in the 
power of any person charged more than an- 
other for equal service to sue for and collect 
damages from the carrying company? That 
would soon bring the railroads to terms and 
obviate the claimed nécessity for pooling. 
They claim they want permission to make 
pooling contracts having for their object the 
establishment and maintenance of just and 
reasonable rates and the prevention of 
unjust discrimination.” If this is ail 
they want to pool for the remedy de- 
sired may be found otherwise in the ar- 
rangement here outlined, whicn previously 
has been suggested by Tun Tannen. And 
there would be this advantage, that the pen- 
alty imposed for discriminating would not gu 
to the other railroads, as proposed in the 
scheme pressed by the managers, but to the 
men who had been wronged by the said dis- 
crimination—namel): those charged more 
for a service than the common carrier had 
proven itself willing to accept as full com- 
pensation from others. This is eminently 
proper. The parties who have been damaged, 
sometimes to the extent of having their busi- 
ness broken up by an unfair preference 
shown to some friend of a railrvad official, are 
the ones who ought to be able to get compen- 
sation for the injury done them under a 
nefarious business compact. 

It may be pleasant to some people to think 
that Aldace Walker is at last doing so:nething 
to earn the royal salary paid him for sume years 
past to work in the interest of the railroads 
as against the public. But the fact that he 
was once a member of the commission, which 
he deserted on the proffer of much higher pay 
by the carrving companies, does not entitle a 
plan outlined by him to any more favor than 
is accorded to one outlined by another. It 
should rather be supposed to be matter for 
extra close examination, because legitimately 
open to suspicion as prepared with intent to 
subvert public rights for the benefit of those 
who pay him for a service the performance of 
which some men would have shrunk from 
undertaking under the circumstances. The 
bill prepared by Walker and mtruduced by 
Cullom should ve voted down. 


CUNNING MACHINE POLITICIANS AND DE- 
FENSELESS MAYORS. 

In a recent interview with the Mayor he 
said: 

The trouble has been that the administration 
bas had many incompetent and dishonest men 
forced upon it by the machine politicians. It did 
hot make any difference who nominally named 
these men, they were really appointed by the 
ward heelers. As soon as we found them out we 
discharged them. This administration has dis- 
charged more men than any one previous. Then 
these discharged men have started to lie about 
the working of the various departments, and the 
newspapers have taken it up without attempting 
to learn the facts. I nevor got a fair show. 


Mr. James Burke, who was prosent, broke 
in with until politioal patronage is abolished 
we shall have a lot of incompetent old ‘stiffs’ 
on the pay- roll. It appears, therefore, that 
not all the incompetent men forced on the ad- 
ministration by the machine politicians have 
been discharged. That is the belief of a good 
many people, 

It is proper to call the Mayor’s attention to 
the fact that he promised before he was elected 
nothing of this sort should happen. The plat- 
form, which was prepared by himself and on 
Which he ran, says: 


Who is responsible for the fact that ap- 
pointments were made really by ward heelers? 
How dia the machine politicians manage to 
break through the Mayor’s pledges and tram- 
ple on his good resolutions? He ought to teil 
m detail how these bold, bad men got the bet- 
ter of his innocence and succeeded in smug- 
gling into the City Halla Trojan horse filled 
with so many ward heelers. It is not enough 
that some of the rascals have been turned out; 
not one should have been allowed to get in. 

Probably it never will be known who is ro- 
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money. Some of them seem to conclude it 
would be a complete abandonment of the use 
of silver in makimg purchases and paying 
debts, except to those Amatic countries which 
are totally unable to provide their peuple with 
gold. This is not necessarily correct, nor can 
such a result be said to be probable. True, 
it 1s likely that in such case the United States 
would within the next few months repeal the 
act passed in the supposed interest of the sil- 
ver miners, enabling them to dispose of 84, 
000,000 ounces of the metal to our government 
each year. But there is no reason to suppose 
the coinage consumption of silver in other 
countries would be maternally lessened, and 
there might even be some increase if, owing 
to a conviction that the selling value of the 
metal is going to stay down to about present 
figures, they should decide to recoin their sil- 
ver on a basis more nearly accordant with its 
true value, 

Of course it would be advisable to find a 
foreign market forsuch of the American sil ver 
as could not be sold at home. In that respect 
the miners would do well to pattern after the 
growers of grain, cotton, and live stock, who 
long since discovered the necessity of sending 
their surplus abroad. In that way the people 
of the European countries would be forced to 
take on their shoulders apart of the load of 
silver production. It would not be necessary 
to get a permit from the conference for that. 
But there would be nothing in the way of our 
having an enlarged use of silver at home, 
except the present anwillingness of the men 
who are foolishly asking for free coinage ” 
to have the metal sold and rated on its n.erits, 
the same as cotton, wheat, and pork now are. 
The American people have shown practivally 
that they do not want more than aa average of 
one silver dollar per head, if they can get good 
paper in place of it And if such paper were 
issued against silver at the true commercial 
value of the metal nobody would object to the 
process ur claim there was too much of it. 

The great difficulty lies in the fact that he 
silver men are not ready to accept the truth 
in regard to the situation. The truth is that 
silver is being produced far more cheaply 
than it was a few years ago, and the white 
metal is no more worth $1.29 per fine ounce 
now than wheat is worth $2 per bushel or cot- 
ton 15 cents per pound. So long as it can be 
produced as cheaply and abundantly as at 
present there is no reason to ask that it be 
used for money at a fictitious valuation 50 per 
cent above the price at which the miner sells 
it for use in the atts. If the time should 
ever come whén the fresh supply of silver 
runs short the commercial world quickly will 
acknowledge the fact by bidding up the price 
of the property. Such appreciation would 
be im pretty close correspondence with 
the change in the prospects for production in 
the future, and it is idle to talk about a gov- 
eru ment interference as sufficient to abolish 
the effevts due to cost of supply, that having 
a great deal to do with the ratio of supply to 
demand. At present there 1s a dollac’s worth 
of labor in its various forme involved in the 
production of 23.22 grains of pure gold, and 
no good reason why the world should try to 
use silver d llars containing only as much of 
the metal as is produced by two-thirds of a 
day’s labor or even less than that. If we 
once agreo to recognize the nse of silver for 
money as well as in the arts at its true com- 
mercial value the other difficulties in the sit- 
uation would take care of themselves, and 
that without aid or encouragement from an 
international conference.

RAIL RATES TO THE FAIR. 

The Troy Press makes the point in regard 
to transportation to and from the World’s 
Fair that the usual tates become extortion- 
ate when applied to occasions of this nature. 
That is exactly true and the force of the re. 
mark has been conceded practically many a 
time and oft by the railroad managers in re- 
lation to other gatherings of far less magni- 
tude than this is expected to be. The holding 
of a State fair or of a convention likely to 
attract a few thousands almost uniformly is 
made the occasion for an important conces- 
sion from the regular rates of railroad travel, 
and the greater the patronage looked for the 
greater is the cut usually made from the 
standard tariff rate. It also has been found 
by expenence that the more the inducement 
to travel on these cocasions the larger is the 
volume of business done, so that when half 
tates have been made the pressure fot 
passenger accommodations is often fully up 
to the capacity of the carrying lines and they 
make more money than if they had adhered 
to the regular rate. 

This being undisputed and indisputable it is 
exceedingly strange thatalarge majority of 
the leading railroad managers should seem to 
bein favorof playmg the grab game with 
visitors to the Worid's Pair. Apparently they 
ars resolved to act contrary to all reason in 
this matter. They are expecting an enormous 
increase in revenues from the Fair, and it 
would seem they count on the Fair being such 
a strong attraction as to be outside the rule 
deducible from experience with other gather- 
ings, 80 that they will be ableto make the 
passenger business pay full rates and that 
without any material lessening of the number 
of visitors. It is probable thatif they do 
reckon in this way they are making a huge 
mistake. Doubtless the Fair will be so much 
of an attraction as to draw a big list of visit- 
ors in any event, but not nearly so many ata 
slight concession from regular rates as would 
accept a generous policy on the part of the 
railroads. In fact there is good reason to be- 
lieve that the long distance travel to and from 
Chicago would be eut down mach more than 
one-half by the insisting on rates recently an- 
nounced as having been practically agreed on 
by trunk line officiais. 

The reduetion ought to be announced now. 
To defer it till the spring would be to cause 
many to make up thew munds not to visit the 
Fair, with the result that the deferred publica. 
tion of a more liberal policy would find these 
people unable to avail themselves of it, they 
having spent otherwise during the winter the 
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of the Western States, the railroad managers 
might have reason to regret the position they 
have assumed. There is no question that the 
railroads have the right to charge full rates. 
Equally there is no question that they could 
well afford to charge half fare, and that the 
people could demand the enactment of meas- 
ures that would cripple the prosperity of every 
railroad ia the country. It might do so if 
corporate rapacity should flaunt the red rag of 
defiance in the face of the great American 
public once too often. 


TORY BRIBERY U BRITISH ELECTIONS 

Four seats in the British Parliament have 
been declared vacant since the genera! elec- 
tion on the ground that the ousted mombers 
themselves, or through their agents, obtained 
them by corrupt practises, such as bribery 
treating, and personation. The four unseated 
members are Tories. The constituencies for 
which they were declared elected last July 
had been previously represented by Liberals. 
There 1s reason to believe that at the election 
which must follow through the Judges’ finding 
the Liberal candidates will be successful. At 
Walsall the Liberal candidate was elected 
about a year ago by a majority of 538. As the 
result of bribery, wholesale and flagrant, the 
Tory candidate was elected in July by a 
majority of 267. In the Hexham division of 
Northumberland a Liberal was eiected in 
1886 by a majority of 957. The receatly un- 
seated Tory, as 4 result of tea parties, picnics, 
and the free use of money, won out ia July by 
At Rochester the Liberal won ata by- 
election two years ago by a majority of 75. 
The ousted Tory carried it at the recent 
general election by a majority of 411 
by the free use of beer, tea, and money at pic- 
nics organized by Primrose dames who in- 
dulged rather freely themselves. Ia the Mont- 
gomery Burgs, the only Welsh seat carried at 
the July election by the Tories, their victory 
was won by bribery, treating, personation, and 
intimidation in behalf of a millioaaire rail- 
road director who had contested the seat on 
four previous ‘ occasions—three times unsuoc- 
cessfully. This Tory plutocrat must now seek 
a seat elsewhere than in Wales, and it is quite 
probable that the Weish representation in the 
House of Commons will be solidiy Liberal 
next February. 

There are only two other petitions to be 
heard. Both are against Tories—Mr. lsaacson, 
who was elected by a majority of 86 in Step- 
ney, a London district, and Col. Master, who 
obtained only 3 majority at the by-election 
in Cirencester last month. It is probable that 
in both cases the sitting Tory members will 
be unseated and that their places will be taken 
by Liberals. The oaly petition lodged againat 
a Liberal and which has gone to trial—that 
against the parsee merchant, Naoroji, mem- 
ber for one of the Finsbury districts of Lon- 
don—has failed utterly. Thus the Liberals 
are sure to come well out of the contest. They 
have ousted four Tories and are likely to oust 
six. Except at Rochester the Liberals are 
almost certain to win in the elections that will 
be called to fill the vacancies after the meeting 
of Parliament. A gain of five seats by the 
Liberals will count ten on adivision. Mr. 
Gladstone’s majority is likely therefore to be 
increased from 38 to 48. 

One certain consequence of the petitions 
will be the appointment of a special commis. 
sion to inquire into the corrupt methods re 
sorted to at the general election by the Tories 
with a view to recommending a change in the 
election law which will prevent such practices 
in future 


Lowsett, Mass., is showing the people of 
Chicago how to deal with garbage. In the 
last few days it has put in operation a crema- 
tory in which the house offal and refuse are 
completely durned up, and that without caus- 
ing a nuisance to the residents in the neigh- 
borhood. The sole products of the com- 
bustion are stated to be ashes and a white 
odoriess smoke. The distinctive feature of 
the device seems to be a parallel to the down- 
draft appliance which is now being fitted to 
numerous steam-making plants in this city. 
The products of combustion in the furnace 
into which the garbage is dumped are passed 
into a second furnace, or rather over 
a second fire in the same furnace, and 
there the noxious matter is completely 
converted into harmless material, all but the 
ashes passing off up the chimney. The ca- 
pacity is about seventy cubic yards per day. 
The furnace is not designed to take in ashes 
or sewage, but will dispose of all other kinds 
of filth gathered, including the scavengerings 
of the Health Department in alleys’ and 
around tenément houses, the refuse of mar. 
kets and stores, the sweepings of streets, and 
dead animals. It is operated by two men, 
and will consume one and a half tons of ccal 
per diem. There would seem to be none of 
the trouble experienced or anticipated which 
has been talked of as likely to be met with 
here in the burning out of the furnace. 
The apparatus is constructed mostly of 
fire brick, whieh is expected to stand. 
Those who have doubted the expedieticy or 
practicability of cremating the garbage of 
Chicago may now take heart. That the thing 
can be done is demonstrated, and it is equally 
beyond doubt that the garbage of the whole 
city may be burned up without annoyance to 
those who live near the place where it is thus 
disposed of. It will be well for the meeting of 
next Thursday nicht to declare in favor of 
garbage crematories for Chicago and resolve 
that there should be no unnecessary delay in 
building and setting them to work. It is of 
comparatively littie use to gather garbage 
from one place and then dump it down in au- 
other to stay there till rendered innocuous by 
the slow process of natural decomposition. 
The stuff should be burned. —

TROUBLE OVER THE OPENING OF BIDS. 


Stumbling Block in the Way of the New 
County Board—Dieting Bills Again. 

The new County Board had its first real dis- 
pute in public yesterday. The question at 
issue is the opening of bids for quarterly sup- 
plies. It was precipitated by a cowmunica- 
tion from the Superintendent of Public Serv- 
ice, stating that bids for the annual supplies 
of meat, milk, bread, clothing, ice, for priut- 
ing, for removal of garbage, and for adver- 
tising had been received and opened by him- 
self. Several of the bids were referred to the 
Public Service committee, when the attention 
of the President was called to the fact that 
the rules of the last board, under which the 
new Commissioners are at present working, 
required that the seals of all bids be broken 
only in the presence of a quorum of the 
board. 

Commissioner O'Connell demanded that all 
of them te returned and others advertised for. 
This was done, and Commissioner Clark then 
moved that all bids hereafter sent in be 
opened at regular boar I meeting, when a quo- 
trum of the members was present. This mo- 
tion was also carried without argument. Nel- 
son A. Cool then explained to the board that 
the opening of bids for quarterly supplies is 
almost an endless matter, involving an im- 
mense amount of work. He then moved that 
the rules be suspended in the case of bide for 
quarterly supplies. 

This raised a row at once, and the new Com- 
missioners, with the exception of President 
Edmanson, who has been through the thing, 

rotested against that way of doing business. 
When it came to a vote, therefore, Commis- 
sioner Cool’s motion was lost. 

Supt. Hyland then gave to the clerk to be 
read. a copy of a letter which he had sent to 
ali bidders, setting forth the time at which 
bids would be opened and 1 their 
presence. This letter fixed the following 
schedules: 

Wednesday. Dec. 1-10 a. m., dry goods; 11 a. 
m., flour; 11:15 a. m., boots and shoes; 11 30 a. m., 
clothing ; 2 . m., groceries; 2:30 p. m., butterine;

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NO ATTENTION PAID TO BASTERN 
PRESIDENTS’ AGREEMENT. 


One of the Vanderbilt Fast Freight Lines 
Alleged to Have Ignored the Presidents’ 
Action—The Boston and Maine Railroad 
Makes Serious Reductions to St. Paul 
and the Kanawha Dispatch to Mississip- 
pi River Pointe—Report of the Work of 
the Inter-State Commission. 


Presidents’ agreements appear to be no 
more binding or effective than agreements of 
ordinary traffic officials, Lessthan a month 
ago the trunk line Presidents met in New 
York and made a solemn compact to strictly 
maintain agreed tariff rates, and tostrengthen 
the agreement arrangements were made for 
division of freight to equalize the tonnage of 
the various roads. Aldace F. Walker was 
elected Chairman of the joint commi tee to 
act as arbitrators in cases of dispute and dis- 
sention. But, notwithstanding the solemn 
pledge made by the Presidents that rates 
must and shall be maintained, a new war on 
west-bound rates from New York and 
has again been inaugurated. The General 
Traffic Manager of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road claims that one of the fast freight limes 
runoing over Vanderbilt roads has never som- 
plied with the new Presidents’ agreement, 
but has been cutting rates right along just as 
if the Presidents had never given orders to 
maintain them. That line, it is alleged, made 
the rates about 80 per cent less than the 
agreed $1.80 basis to St. Paul. Havmg pro- 
tested in vain Traffic Manager Berry of the 
Boston and Maine gave notice yesterday that 
he would reduce the rate from Boston and 
New York via the Soo line to 81 cents first- 
class (agreed tariff rate is $1.20). It is under- 
stood that the National Dispatch (Grand 
Trunk) and Canadian Pacific will at once 
meet the rates made by the Boston and Maine. 

In addition to the above trouble the Kana- 
wha Dispatch (Chesapeake and Ohio) an- 
nounces a 45-cent rate on dry s, boots, 
and shoes from Boston and New York to Mis- 
sissippi River points, East St. Louis to Du- 
buque, inclusive, on traffic destined to points 
beyond the Mississippi River. It also an- 
nounces arate of 38 cents on cotton piece 
goods between the same points. This reduc- 
tion was made by the Kanawha Dispatch be- 
cause the Atlantic Coast Line via Savannah 
did not ad vans rates as it agreed to do at the 
New York meeting. 

If the agreement of the Trunk Line Presi- 
denta made at the same meeting in New York 
regarding World's Fair rates is as well main- 
tained as that regarding freight rates it is 
fair to predict that lower rates will prevail 
between Eastern points and Chicago during 
the World’s Fair period than have ever been 
made before. 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS DISCOURAGED. 


East-Bound Shipments Only One- Half 
What They Were Last Year. 

Shipments of east- bound freight from Chi- 
cago at this time last year were twice as 
heavy as at present. Railroad ‘officidis feel 
discouraged as they do not look for a great 
improvement during the winter. They also 
fear that 1f business does not materially im- 
prove, it will lead to serious rate cutting. 
Rates can only be maintained when there is 
plenty of business for ali lines. But when 
business is light and a few of the lines monop- 
olize the bulk of the traffic that is going for- 
ward, those lines which are getting left will 
resort to manipulation of rates in spite of 
Presidents ot other agreements to keep their 
rolling stock in service. The undue propor- 
tion of business now being carried by some of 
the lines has already caused rumors to be 
spread that tariff rates are not maintained. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
— and for export by the various Central 

ram Association roads for the week ending 
last Saturday amounted to 42,185 tons, against 
39,204 tons for the week previous, and 88,266 
tons for the corresponding week last yeur. 
Flour shipments last week were 9,059 tons, 
against 9,726 tons last year; grain, 25,278 
tons, against 67,337 tons; provisions, 7,848 
tons, against 11,204 tons. percentages 
carried by the various roads were as follows: 
Chieago and Grand Trunk, 22.4; Michigan 
Central, 18.1; Lake Shore, 17.9; Fort Wayne, 
13; Pan Handle, 5.1; Baltimore and Ohio. 4.1; 
Nickel-Plate, 19.4. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points in the East by the various 
east-bound roads last week amounted to 78,- 
443 tons, against 77,188 tons for the week 
previous, and 120,361 tuns for the correspond- 
ing week last year.

Inter-State Commission Thinks They Will 
Be Lower Hereafter. 
Wasarnotor, D. C., Dec. 19.—The report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for the 
year ended Nov. 30, 1892, was today trans- 


mitted to Congress. | 
It opens with a review of the reasons which 


induced the passage of the act to regulate 
commerce, which are given in view of results 
realized in administering the act and the ne- 
cessity for amendments which experience hus 
disclosed. It states that the commission is 
gratified at being able to add that many rail- 
road managers of the highest standing now 
concede the necesssity of government regu- 
lation, avow themselves in favor of further 
enactments that will make the regulation ef- 


fective. 

Tne Inter-State Commerce law, although the 
outgrowth of an aroused and determined public 
sentiment, was a compromise between divergent 
theories and conflicting interests, but those who 
contrast the practices which obtained prior to 
the law with metbods and conditions now exist- 
ing will have no doubt of the practical value of 
the statute in correct public sentiment, re- 
straining injustice, and enforcing reasonable 
charges and equal treatment, So far 
demning 4 pone regulation experience has 
established its importance and intensified its 
necessity, and the respecte in which the law has 
failed to meet public expectation demonstrate the 
utility of government supervision. It is not 
too much to say that judicial interpre- 
tation has limited the meaning of the law and 
ascribed to it an intent not contemplated when it 
was passed. But the effect of these decisions has 
been greatly exaggerated; the judicial constrac- 
tion has not invalidated the essential features of 
the statute nor condemned the general principle

DISCUSSED AT MINISTERS’ MEETINGS. 


Methodists Refuse to Take Action Against 
Secret Societies. 

The Methodist ministers at yesterday’s 
meeting refused to take any action against 
secret societies. H. L. Kellogg, Corresponda- 
ing Seeretary of the National Christian Asso- 
ciation, appeared before the ministers and 
asked that delegates be appointed to a confer- 
ence which will be held in the city some time 
next June to devise a means of fighting secret 
societies. The Rev. J. M. Caldwell of the 
South Park Avenue Church declared that the 
Methodist Church is neither Masonic nor 
anti-Masonic; that there is a place in the 
economy of the present day’s affairs for secret 
societies, The vote on the motion to appoint 
delegates resulted in 21 yeas and 10 nays, but 
not half of the wem bers present voted. 

The Chairman announced the serious illness 
of Dr. Fawcett of the First Methodist Church, 
and a committee was appointed to extend the 
sympathy of his associated 

The Rev. J. M. Caldwell asked permission 
to give some information regard n the mass- 
meetuig held recently in his church at which a 
resolution for a closed Fair Sunday was voted 
down. There were not, he said, as many as 
ten of the members of his congregation pres- 
ent at the meeting; that the church was filed 
with Seventh Day Adventists, who controlled 
the business.

Miss Cassatt’s Commission.

If 
promised us from any hand of even average 
competence we might expect this to be a most 
interesting picture.’

London's Woman Riding Master. 


London has a woman riding master, a Mrs. 
Hayes, who insists, notwithstanding the tra- 
ditional supremacy of the English woman’s 
horsemanship, that you rarely see an English 
woman sitting gracefuily — | firmly in her 
saddle. and that French women are really the 
more graceful equestriennes, says New 
York Sun. Mrs. Hayes teaches in a modest 
boyish costume without a skirt, and takes a 
five-foot gate on her lively charger without 
holding her reins at all. 

Her theory is that a riding master cannot 
teach a woman to sit well on a side saddle be- 
cause he doesn’t know how himself except 
theoretically. She is taught to rely first and 
foremost on her reins, when it is not her 
reins at all that save her when her horse shies 
or falls, The reins should never be given 
to the pupil at all until she is per- 
fectly secure in her seat and has learned 
that it is the grip on the crutches of 
the saddle by the muscles of the knees and 
ankles that gives her the firm seat. The reins 
are simply to guide the horse. The stirrup 
should be shortened uutil the knee presses 
firmly against the leaping head. It 1s to teach 
the position of the legs that Mrs. Hayes rides 
in the boy’s dress, and when a woman learns 
to use these members properly, Mra. Hayes 
claims that her seat is more natural, more 
graceful and more secure than if she rode 
astride. This woman ridmg master is a dar- 
ing rider, accepting most vicious mounts with 
fearlessness, and stoppmg short of nothing, 
not even a zebra, in her experiments. 

On one oceasion when they brought her a 
wild zebra from the menagerie in a cage, she 
tamed the creature in two lessons so t he 
was sufficiently subdued to stand with her on 
his back while the pair were photographed.

CALIFORNIA AND FLORIDA ORANGES. 
Estimates of the Crop—Large Importations 

of Grépes from Spain. 

New York Tribune, Dec. 15: Statements 
that the orange crop will be short this year 
are not well founded according to the opinion 
of local dealers in the golden fruit. Last 
year’s Florida crop of ora: ges, said E. L. 

II, the well-known Park place auction- 
eer, * aggregated 4,000,000 boxes, while Cali- 
fornia shipped 600,000 boxes. This season the 
probabilities are that Florida will ship be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 8,500,000 boxes, but the 
California output will be swelled to 1,000,000 
boxes, and maybe to 1,500,000. Jamaica fruit 
has about finished coming for this sea- 
son. Later there will be supplies from the 
Mediterranean, where the quantity of fruit 
gathered in Italy, includimg Sicily, for ship- 
ment is estimated at 3,800,000 lemons and 
oranges, three-fifths being lemons. So you 
see there is no scarcity, and it can be said 
that the quality of the Florida fruit this year 
is as fine as it has ever been. 

In other kinds of fruit, however, there has 
been a scarcity. The apple crop is shorter 
than last year, but the inferior quality of the 
fruit has acted against high prices. Up to 
Nov. 26 there had been exported to Europe 
753,000 barrels of apples, a falling off from 
last year’s shipments in the same time of 
about 86,000 barrels. 

„Last season there were shipped from Spain 
to Europe and America 670,000 barrels of the 
Almeria or whité grape, against shipments 
this year of 450,000 barrels. Out of this New 
York received 180,000 barrels, against 147,000 
last year. ices have been high, averaging 
$5 a barrel, against $3.50 in an ordinary year. 
I even sold one consignment of forty barrels 
for $15 a barrel, which was the highest market 
price recorded. The California grape crop is 
short and prices are extremely high, $5 a crate 
of forty pounds this season, against $3.50 in 
other years. This year’s crop of California 
fruit has all been shipped, although retailers 
keep asupply of pears and grapes for the 
Christmas market, The banana crop this year 
is abundant.” 


An Adventurous Career. 

Capt. Robert A. Annett, an American master 
mariner, now resident in Liverpool, has been 
shipwrecked eight times inten years. He lived 
like Robinson Crusoe on Morant Caes, an island 
in midocean, for several months; was a member 
of the crew of the yacht Maria, which ssiled from 
this port in November, 1887, to search for Pirate 
Morgan's treasures, and which was wrecked after 
eight months of a romantic cruise; and during 
the Buenos Ayres insurrection was taken prisoner 
by the insurgents and condemned to death.

New York World, Dec. 18: Cornelius Van- 
derbilt 1s going to have what his friends as- 
sert will be the finest private residence in New 
York, and before it is completed it is believed 
that the building, with the grounds about it, 
will cost Mr. Vanderbilt $2,000,000, if not 
more. Just at present Mr. Vanderbilt’s house, 
at the northwest corner of Fifth avenue and 
Fifty-seventh street, is in a state of demoli- 
tion, and the magnificent brown-stone resi- 
dences for a block north of it are being taken 
down, Mr. Vanderbilt’s house was already 
one of the finest and largest in this country 
when he came to the conclusion that it was 
too small, Mr. Vanderbilt’s family is not a 
large one, and what they will do. with their 
new house when they get it is puzzling a good 


many people. 

It is said that it was duringa trip abroad 
Mr. Vanderbilt became convinced that he 
ought to build. He saw some vf the tamous 
mansions of Paris, with driveways and gar- 
dens in the heart of the city, and in the Brit 
ish metropolis he noted the magnificence with 
which many of the nobility had erected ample 


structures regardless of the price of land. 
Here was splendor befitting the rank of a 
grandee. Hitherto nobody but A. T. Stewart 
had attempted to erect a palace in New York, 
and when Mr. Stewart moved into it he felt 
more or less lost. That, however, may have 
been because of the absence of children in the 
family, and Mr. Vanderbilt has children who 
can make a big structure ring with merry 
laughter. 
Had to Pay a Smart Figure. 


It is also believed that the fear of encroach- 
ment by commercial houses was more or less 
operative in leading Mr. Vanderbilt to buy all 
the land in his neighborhood, Already 
„trade had crept up Fifth avenue and was 
appearing in the neighborhood of the Vander- 
bilt houses. No one doubts that the time will 
come when shops of one kind and another will 
spread along the thoroughfare from Four- 
teenth street to. Central Park, and Mr. Van- 
derbilt believes that his house is situated on 
the choicest part of the avenue. He theretore 
made it apointto buy the whole block on 
Fifth avenue from Fifty-seventh to Fifty- 
eighth street. Some of the prorperty-owners 
learning of this design ran up their price to 
exorbitant tigures and got Mr. Vanderbilt into 
a corner.“ There was no way out of 
it, and he had in one instance to 
pay nearly four times the value 
of the land. It was pretended that the family 
in possession did not want to move out, and 
were indifferent as to whether Mr. Vanderbilt 
bought or not. Mr. Vanderbilt bought six 
large mansions north of his house. These are 
Nos. 746 to 756 inclusive. The four latter 
were purchased from Mr. and Mrs. J. Weeks 
Coru well. 

Then Mr. Vanderbilt began to consider the 
lans for his new structure. An essential 
eature of the new plan is extensive gardens. 

These will intervene between the street and 
the house, but the public will be excluded by 
an iron fence of great rigidity and at least 
t velve feet high, with sharp points on top. A 
drivoway is to be another feature of the re- 
arrangement. This will permit carriages to 
deposit their occupants inside the grounds. 
The ballroom is to be one of the features of 
the building and it is said that it~ will be the 
largest private ballroom in New York. 

Making Way far the New House, 


The process of tearing down the houses is 
now under way, and with its jagged walls, 
piles of brick, and rough scaffolding the cor- 
ner is now the most hideous on Fifth avenue. 
Of course the Vanderbilt family is not living 
in the house while this work is going on. 
Through the bay window looking out on Fifty- 
seventh street, benches, paint pots, and other 
paraphernalia may be seen, showing that the 
drawing-room, which was finished only a few 
years ago and was so luxuriously furnished, is 
now the resort of bricklayers, hodcarriers, and 
their assistants. A large part of the house is 
being torn down. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of work, hardly old enough to 
be time-stained, has been demolished and the 
entire structure is bei remodeled, Prac- 
tically, only a corner of present builai 
will form a part of the Vanderbilt house o 
the future, 

Unlike the ancestral town houses of the Eu- 
ropean nobility, which rose stone by stone and 
often took two or three generations to com- 
plete, the Vanderbilt house will be tinished in 
a year or two, 

George B. Post is the architect of the new 
building. According to the plans he has filed 
with the Building Bureau the new structure 
contemplates an addition of 78 feet 6M inches 
by 130 feet 7 inches. It will be four stories in 
height, with an attic. Nearly all of the inte- 
rior and rear walls of the present structure 
are to be remodeled, and there will be an art 
gallery much larger than the prese at one. 

The house will be refurnished from top to 
bottom, and this will cost a fortune in itself. 
The house, by reason of its gardens, will be 

ne of the most conspicuous in New York. 

e only other house here at all resembling it 
will be that of Mr. Havemeyer on the corner 
of Thirty-eighth street and Madison avenue. 
That has a splendid iron fence strong enough 
to resist an army, but the Vanderbilt fence, it 
is thought, will eclipse it. 


An Anecdote of Thackeray. 


From Memoirs of Eighty Years, by Gordon 
Hake: Borrow, being a lion, was invited to ac- 
company me to some of the great houses in the 
neighborhood, On one occasion we went to dine 
at Hardwick Hall, the residence of Sir Thomas 
and Lady Cullum.

At that date 
Thackeray h made money by lectures on the 
Satirists and was in good swing; but he never 
could realize the independent feelings of those 
who happen to be born to fortune—a thing 
which a man of genius should be able to do with 
ease. Hetold Lady Cullum, which she repeated 
to me, that no one could conceive how 
it mortified him to be making a pro- 
vision for his daughters by delivering lectures; 
and 1 2 she rather sympathized with him 
in this his degradation. He approached Borrow, 
who, however, received him very dryly. Asa last 
attempt to get up a conversation with him, he 
said: Have you read my ‘Snob Papers’ in 
Punch?” lu Punch?” asked Borrow. It is a 
periodical I never look at!" Thackeray, as if 
under the impression that the party was invited 
to look at him, thought it necessary to make a 
figure, and absorb attention during the dessert by 
telling stories and more than half acting them: 
the aristocratic party listening but appearing 
little amused. rrow knew better how to be- 
have in good company, and kept quiet; though, 
doubtiess, he feilt his mane.
